Targets Carefully Selected 


Ecology Law Not Use d Frivously

LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A 


small but wide-ranging array of 
lawsuits has been filed under a 
unique antipollution act which 
took effect in Michigan Oct. 1. 


More suits are in the offing 


as conservation groups careful- 
ly choose their targets. Mean- 
while, no decisions have been 
rendered under the new act and 
at least one challenge has been 
made to the constitutionality of 
the measure. 


Knowledgeable observers say 


it is far too early to draw con- 


clusions about the impact of the 
new law, hailed by conserva- 
tionists and Gov. William Mil- 
liken as landmark legislation. 
But one fear of the bill's op- 
ponents -- that courts would be 
swamped by an immediate flood 
of frivolous filings -- has 
not 


materialized. 
NO ONE'S ttXEMPT 


Basically, 
the law permits 


any persons or group to sue any 
other person or group to pro- 
tect natural resources of the 
state from pollution. The filer 
does not even have to show per- 
sonal loss. And not even Ihe 


state is immune from prosecu- 
tion. Officials of state agencies 
having responsibility over re- 
sources are expecting various 
challenges 
from 
conservation 


zealots who consider certain reg- 
ulations too lenient. 


Circuit courts can intervene 


directly when a lawsuit is filed, 
meaning a citizen or group does 
not have to settle for the ad- 
ministrative decisions of state 
agencies. 


The new law took effect quiet- 


ly after months of hot legisla- 
tive debate. Suits filed under its 
scattered and have not attract- 


ed lie same statewide attention 
as the bill did in its noisy trip 
through legislative halls.

SALT 'BOMBER' CRASHES: Bangor Fire Chief 
Duano Goss and two of his firemen examine wreck- 
age of crop duster John A. Robertson's plane which 
crashed Sunday morning on R road salting mission 
near Bangor. The plane carried 1,200 pounds of salt 
to be "dusted" over icy stretches of payment at in- 
tersections, Robertson said the tail of his plane 
clipped branches from a tree on a low pass near the 
intersection of county roads 687 and 378. It flipped 


the plane upside down into another tree—the one 
directly behind the plane's c h a r r e d wreckage. 
Violence of the crash is evident from the condition 
in which it left the tree.

The I.R.A. has its roots in the 


Fenian Brotherhood, a secret or- 
ganization formed in the United 
States in the mid-19th century by 
Irish immigrants to free Ireland 
from British rule. An attempted 
invasion of Canada was beaten 
back in 1866 and the Fenians 
turned attention to their desolate 
homeland. A rising the following 
year crushed by the British, and 
became a memory kept alive by 
the poets. 


To the Irish rebels, England's 


danger was Ireland's opportunity. 
With Britain involved in World 
War I, a force of some 1,200 Irish 
Volunteers seized the 
General 


Post Office in central Dublin on 
Easter Monday, April 24, 1916, 
and proclaimed a republic. For a 
week they held out under heavy 
shelling that killed and wounded 
about 3,000 people and left the 
heart of the capital in ruins. 
Many of the leaders not killed in 
the fighting were later executed. 


During the confused period that 


followed, the I.R.A. was formed as 
guerrilla force to combat the ter- 
rorist activities of the Black and 
Tans, a mercenary force aimed at 
preventing the establishment of a 
independent Ireland. 
Civil war 


flared in 1922 and the I.R.A. re- 
fused to accept a partition that 
created a free state of the 26 
southern counties but left the 
six northern counties under Brit- 
ish rule. 


Peace finally came in 1926, but 


I.R.A. did not give up the strug- 
gle for a unified Ireland. Some 
members flirted with the Nazis 
while about 40 others fought for 
the Republicans in Spain. They 
marched 
into battle shouting: 


"Up the Republic!" The I.R.A. 
became the model for nation- 
alist terror gangs in the Middle 
East Latin America and in Que- 
bec. 


Bombings and border raids led 


outlawing of the organization in 
1939. In the 1950s, many of its 
leaders were Interned in 
the 


camps that are again being pre- 
pared. The bitter struggle be- 
tween Catholic and Protestant in 
Northern Ireland has given new 
life to th'j I.R.A. But of its em- 
bittered members now support 
Marxist revolution as well as a 
forcible end to the partition Ire- 
land.

It is Inter- 
esting to note that they express- 
ed the same Joy and enthusiasm 
toward the small gilts, a small 
box of crayons, coloring book, 
doll cutouts and tha like, ai 
they did for the larger toy they 


• received, Actually each little 


gift 
wos treated

treasure. 


Toward aid-afternoon vro had 


dinner with the kids and then 
returned them to their homes 
around five o'clock. We receiv- 
ed a great deal of personal 
satisfaction 
from this 
exper- 


ience; words can't describe the 
happiness we saw in the faces of 
those children. We certainly felt 
that 
our 
efforts 
were 
well 


rewarded. 


I can't help but feel that other 


families in this area might be 
interested in entertaining some 
u n derprivileged 
children 
on 


Christmas day. It seems to me 
that many families find they 
are childless at Christmas time 
because of geographic separa- 
tion from their own children. It 
is also possible that parents of 
one or two children might enjoy 
treating 
some less fortunate 


kids to some of the happiness 
that their children experience at 
Christmas time.

The doctor should be notified

other ways of deciding if an 
injury is serious or deserves 
particular observation. 
Severe 


headache, nausea and vomiting 
are some of the signs that alert 
the physician to the possibility 
of a concussion. 


A concussion is an injury to 


the brain. It is remarkable how 
well protected and hardy the 
brain is. Unless any unusual 
signs occur, one can conclude 
that 
there 
is little 
or no 


possibility that ordinary injury 
has caused a concussion.
